I shake my head no, and he swims on, 


About ten yards from me I see two youngsters—they 
must be about eighteen—laughing and joking, and I hear one 


say, “I'll race you to Singapore.”

It’s the tide, not my efforts, 
that brings me near the Carley 
float. The Carley contraptions 
are rafts, fifteen feet long, ten 
feet wide, and bounded on all 
sides by a foot-high bulge. Ex- 
tending around the bulge is a 
rope on which men can grab 
hold. 

The raft toward 
carries me is jammed, There are 
men inside, men sitting solid on 
the bulge at the edge, and every 
handhold on the rope is occupied. 
Obviously there is no room for me, 
so I make no effort whatsoever, let- 
ting the tide carry me where it 
wants. It carries me to that raft. 

A Royal Marine sitting on the 
edge calls to me when I am ten 
feet away, “Just a bit more, just a 
bit more.” I don’t answer, just look 
at him across that ten-foot chasm. 


YANKED TOWARD RAFT 

Gradually I draw nearer. He ex- 
tends his hand as far as he can 
and I stretch out my hand. For 
five minutes our hands are three 
inches apart, but | don’t have the 
energy to bridge that tiny gap. 
Once again the tide does it for me, 
Our hands meet, clasp and I’m 
yanked toward the raft, leaving 
the small table which thus far has 
saved my life.

HEAVE HO! 

The raft tosses and heaves with 
the swell of the sea. Men are bob- 
bing and swimming all 
near the raft, some trying to reach 
it, some hoping eventually to get a 
hand hold on it. We want to reach 
a destroyer which is stationary 
about a mile or a mile and a half 
away. There is one paddle on 
board, and some one inside, usiag 
the paddle, is calling, “Heave ho, 
he -o he, heave, ho!” 

Graney says, “Let's all sing.” Not 
many voices join in his choice,

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 31.—(AP) 

The worst flood since the dis- 
astrous $200,000,000 St. Patrick's 
Day high waters of 1936, reached 
a peak of 36.6 feet today at the 
junction of the Ohio, Mononga- 
hela and Allegheny rivers, 11.7 
feet above flood stage. 
Thousands of persons were made 
homeless, street, rail and bus traf- 
fic was badly disrupted, numerous 


war plants were paralyzed and 
many business firms had to close, 
The Red Cross reported it was 


caring for 7,500 destitute persons 
made homeless in this (Allegheny) 
County alone, 

ONLY ONE LIFE LOST 


Only one loss of life was report- 


ed, however, in contrast,to the 80 
who died in the 1936 disaster, when 
the rivers reached a crest of 46 
feet here, 

The muddy waters surged into 
many streets of the steel city’s 
downtown “Golden Triangle” dis- 
trict. Rowboats were used in parts 


of Penn avenue, where the water 
ran a foot over the sidewalks. 

W. S. Brotzman, weather fore- 
caster, said the river's fall, start- 
ing at dawn, would be slow. The 
streams were moving at the usual 
rate of four miles an hour. 

One fortunate break for this dis- 
trict was the fact that the high 
waters came on the last two days 

of the year, when many plants and 
coal mines were expected to slow

Can this ideal condition be established? 
Well, it has to be established if civilization | 
is to endure. That is the point to be con- | 
sidered. Plans may vary as widely as the 
parliamentary system differs from the 
Russian set-up, but action is not optional. | 
The thing has to be done, by one plan or | 
another. 

Every man is entitled io have at all 
times a fair opportunity to earn a living 
for himself and his family, and to know | 
that he and his family are protected | 
against want, oppression and disease. | 
Nothing less than that will be tolerated in | 
the world of tomorrow. |

The War Outlook 


The war scene has changed during 
1942. It has changed greatly, and changed 
for the better. 

No memory can need refreshing as to 
the situation one year ago. The Japs were 
sweeping through the South Pacific. The 
Russians were on the offensive, but from 
every other front came news that was 
positively bad or that gave little or nothing 
to cheer for. 

_ The position now is different. The Rus- 
Sians are waging a more destructive attack 
than that of last winter. The Japs are 
definitely on the defensive, losing a bit of 
ground here and there, gaining nowhere. 
A great Allied army in North Africa, 
reinforced by the French colonial forces, 
is clearing the ground for an invasion of 
Axis-held territory in Europe. 

We have not won the war. But neither 
have the enemy powers, and there are 
Signs that they may be beginning to doubt 
that they can win. Tojo talked that way 
the other day. Mussolini's latest effort 
sounded like the sigh of a deflated balloon. 
Goebbels is lecturing the Germans on the 
beauties of meeting hardship with ersatz 
eartude. Goering has closed up like 
Clam, 

We have reached, and passed, the turn 
of the war. The aggressors have been 
stopped. It is the Allies now who are de- 
livering the punches, 

The Allied peoples now know they can 
win, But it will not do to let this confi- 
dence get out of hand. When all is said 
the Allies stood fast in adversity. There 
is Some danger now that many in Canada 
and the other Allied states may be tempted 
to indulge false hopes and to let their 
desires obscure ugly facts. 

For ugly facts are still many. The en- 
emy power is terrific, There is no reason to 
Suppose that Germany is cracking or will 
crack, The Japanese who are fighting 
like cornored rats in New Guinea symbo!- 
ize the do-or-die spirit of their people. We 
have not yet knocked out even the weak- 
est of the enemy countries. 

The very crimes the Axis leaders have 
committed make them desperate. Hitler 
and bis gang know there can be no mercy 
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for them. Mussolini and his back-stabbers 
are well aware that in defeat they must 
face capital punishment. Tojo and his 
treacherous crew know there could be no 
place for them in a world of law and order. 

On every front the hardest fighting is 
yet to come. Therefore at home the hard- 
est work is yet to be done, the heaviest 
taxes yet to be paid, the most rigorous 
rationing yet to be applied. The coming 
vear should bring better news than we 
have yet heard. But only if the Allied 
peoples hold as steady in these brighter 
days as they did in the dark days. 

We must face 1943 with the resolution 
of the men in our fighting forces. For

Out of 440 men who were reboarded at 
the recruiting depot at Calgary 53 per 
cent were found to be fit for army service, 
either in Canada or oversea.

Shor’s tavern. 

The theme of his verbal on- 
slaught was: “Let's have baskets 
12 feet from the floor, and nertz 
to the N.C.A.A.” 

Dr. Allen, whose Kansas Jay 
hawks spoiled Fordham’s Escutch 
eon 31-36 Monday night at Madi- 
son Square Garden, demanded the 
12-foot baskets as the only remedy 


fo remove from the hoop game 
those extra-tall men of the seven 
foot type whom he described as 
“freaks” and “giandular goons.” 
WANTS BASKETS RAISED 
“Raise the baskets from their 
original and ante-date 10 feet to 


the modernly required 12,” he said, 
“and those skyscraper players will 
be swept off the court because 
they'll be expected to play the 
aame—instead of merely standing 
beneath the baskets as tall towers 
of defense.” 

Dr. Allen emphasized that if 
the baskets were raised to 12 
feet, the current “circus giants” 
who now stand beneath the 10 
foot baskets, “tapping them in 
and knocking them out,” would 
be as useless as mud pies in 
Aunt Maggie's marmalade, He 
said that the “glandular giants” 
would be forced to play basket- 
ball, “which they cannot,” and 
the game, would be returned to 
speedy, normal sized players. 
We've got to take the freaks out 

of college basketball, he said, be- 
cause they are ruining the game 
that Dr. Naismith invented. He 
declared that “when Dr. Naismith 


hung his peach baskets 10 feet 
from the floor a half-century ago, 
he didn’t mean that his height 
would prevail down through the 
ages. He fixed this height merely 
because it was comfortable in the 
low ceilinged Y.MC.A. at Spring- 
fieid, Mass.”
